The Ito reference falls to disclose "application Interfaces selected from the group 
consisting of a PCMCIA interface, a PC card bus interface, and a UART interface;" nor does it disclose "a First-in, First- 
out controller comprising a direct memory access controller operably connected to transfer data between the temporary 
memory and the application interfaces.". 

Furthermore, as to claim 1 1 , the removal of the word "ariDitrary** would overcome the previous 112 rejection. 

As per claim 16, further review is required in order to determine if the previous 112 rejection stands or not. If the 112 

rejection stands, an additional explanation will be provided to further clarify said rejection . 
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
